146.579374°E), Tararan (6.543318°S 146.553226°E), Gabsongkeg 
(6.584546°S 146.757023°E) , Ngasowapum (6.575056°S 
146.822698°E) , Munun ( 6.573319°S 146.849903°E), Mare 

(6.658412°S 146.682269°E), Gabandzidz (6.724186°S 

146.769987°E) , and Wamped (6.741034°S 146 .670007°E). [3] 
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
